To  His  Excellency,  John  R.  Tanner,  Governor  of  the  State   of 
Illinois, 

Sir: — ^In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute  establish- 
ing this  department,  Part  I  of  the  thirty-second  annual  report  of  the 
Insurance  Department  of  this  State  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted, the  same  being  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Department 
since  its  establishment  as  a  separate  and  distinct  department  by  the 
act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  June  20,  1893. 

This  part  of  the  report  relates  exclusively  to  the  business  of  fire, 
marine  and  inland  navigation  and  tornado  insurance  and  the  trans- 
actions of  the  department  pertaining  to  this  branch  of  the  business 
under  its  supervision.  The  various  other  branches  of  the  insurance 
business  under  its  supervision  will  be  embraced  in  Part  II  of  this 
report.  Abstracts  in  detail  of  the  sworn  annual  statements  of  the 
officers  of  companies,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  their  re- 
spective companies  on  December  31, 1899,  are  given  herein,  in  respect

to  all  companies  which  do  a  general  fire  and  marine  insurance  busi- 
ness, and  have  filed  such  statements,  as  required  by  law,  and  are  li- 
censed and  authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  State  during  the 
current  year.  The  usaal  statistical  and  comparative  tables  have  been 
prepared  from  the  statements  of  companies,  showing  their  general 
standing  and  condition,  the  business  transacted  and  the  results  ex- 
perienced by  them  during  the  year,  and  are  included  herein.  There 
are  also  presented  herein  tables  prepared  from  the  sworn  statements 
of  the  officers  of  the  various  district,  county  and  township  mutual 
fire  insurance  companies  and  the  district  and  county  mutual  wind 
storm,  cyclone  and  tornado  insurance  companies,  of  this  State,  which 
do  a  local  business  only,  showing  the  financial  condition  and  business 
of  these  companies.

The  Rockford  Insurance  Company  reinsured  all  its  risks  in  the 
American  Insurance  Company  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  June  12,  1899^ 
and  ceased  business  from  that  date.  The  statement  of  its  condition 
Dec.  1899,  will  be  found  herein  among  companies  classed  as  not  do- 
ing new  business.  , 

The  Western  Insurance  Company,  of  Aurora,  whose  principal  office 
was  recently  established  at  Chicago,  has  for  some  years  been  doin^ 
business  under  a  special  charter,  granted  by  the  Legislature  of   thi& 
State  in  1869.     Like  many  other  charters  of   this  character,  it  con- 
ferred special  privileges  as  to  investments  and   contained  provisions 
which,  to  some  extent,  limited  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Superintendent 
over  its  affairs  and  transactions.     The  ownership  and  control  of  the 
company  changed  hands  about  the  end  of  1898.       Its  statement  for 
December'  of  that  year  was  found  to  contain  some  assets  which,  upon 
investigation,  were  found  to  be  entirely  worthless.      These   were  re- 
quired to  be  made  good  with  cash  to  the  entent  required  to  keep  it& 
capital  unimpaired,  and  sworn  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  other  as- 
sets furnished.  Its  statement  of  the  condition  for  the  present  year  was 
again  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
Company  was  made  by  the  department,  which  revealed  the  fact  that 
a  large  portion  of  its  assets  shown  in  its  last  two  statements  were 
apparently  acquired  and  reacquired  for  the  sole  purpose  of  makings 
statements  to  the  Department.    Mortgages  were  reported  as  owned  by 
the  Company  in  its  statement  for  December  31,  1898,  and  again  in  its 
statement  for  December  31,  1899.  The  examination  showed  that  they 
had   been   parted  with   between   the  dates  of  the   two  statements,, 
brought  back  before   making  the  last   statement,  and  parted   with 
again     February,   1900,   for    unsecured    notes    and    mortgages    of 
doubtful    character.        The    Company    was    found   to  be,  in   fact^ 
in  an  insolvent  condition,  and  the  attorney  of  the  department  was  in- 
structed to  begin  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  but 
before  proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Department,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Company,  by  proceedings  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County, 
secured  the  appointment  of  the  Chicago  Title  and  Trust  Company  as 
receiver. 

The  Chicago  Insurance  Company,  which  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
report  of  the  Department  as  having  discontinued  business  on  account 
of  impaired  financial  condition,  and  as  having  in  progress  arrange- 
ments for  the  consolidation  of  its  affairs  with  another  insurance  com- 
pany, subsequently  perfected  such  arrangements  and  consolidated 
its  business  and  affairs  with  the  Insuance  Company  of  the  State  of 
Illinois.  Under  this  arrangement  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
Company  were  transferred  to  and  assumed  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  capital  stock  of  this  company 
increased  to  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  Forest  City  Insurance  Company  of  Rockford,  during  the  past 
year  extended  its  charter  for  a  further  period  of  thirty  years,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  and  increased  its  capital 
stock  to  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  by  capitalizing  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  its  surplus. 


The  aggregate  capital  stock  and  deposit  capital  of  the  stock  and 
foreign  companies  doing  business  in  this  State  at  this  date  is 
$1,447,000.00  more  than  the  aggregate  capital  of  such  companies  at 
the  date  of  the  last  report,  as  follows:

.  An  eren  cursory  inspection  of  the  tables  contained  herein  and 
the  summaries  before  given  will  show  that  the  result  of  the  fire 
insurance  business  during  1899  has  been  unfavorable  to  the  com- 
panies in  the  aggregate.  While  the  total  capital  of  all  the  com- 
panies operating  in  this  State  at  this  date  shows  a  net  increase 
of  $1,447,000.00  over  the  total  capital  of  the  companies  included 
in  the  last  report  of  the  Department,  the  aggregate  surplus  of 
such  companies  shows  a  decrease  of  over  $5,000,000  as  compared 
with  the  aggregate  surplus  of  the  companies  at  the  beginning 
of  1899.  Last  year's  report  showed  an  increase  of  surplus  in  com- 
panies of  nearly  1*5,000,000  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 
The  disbursements  of  ail  companies  have  exceeded  their  income  by 
$1,786,603.78.  Ninety-nine  companies  show  an  excess  of  receipts 
over  disbursements  of  $5,535,789.65  while  one  hundred  and  three  ^ 
companies  expended  $7,322,398.43  in  excess  of  their  income. 
During  the  year  1899  an  enormous  loss  of  property  by  fire  was 
sustained  throughout  the  entire  country,  at  the  same  time  it  is 
apparent  that  the  average  premium  rates  charged  for  insurance 
materially  decreased.  The  total  losses  incurred  by  the  companies  in 
this  state  during  1899  exceeded  the  amount  incurred  during  1898  by 
$1,116,692.93,  while  the  premium  receipts  in  1899  were  only 
$487,681.18  more  than  in  1898.  The  average  premium  rate  charged 
in  this  state  on  the  business  of  1899  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the 
rate  of  1898,  but  not  in  equal  proportion  to  the  increase  in  losses.  The 
tables  show  an  average  rate  of  $1.02  on  each  $100  insured  as 
against  $1.00  last  year,  while  they  show  a  loss  ratio  of  .71  on  each 
$100  insured  as  against  .66  last  year,  and  .69  on  each  $1.00  of  pre- 
miums received  as  against  .66  last  year.  The  aggregate  business  of 
the  companies  in  this  State  during  1899  shows  a  loss  of  $286,854.65. 
This  is  the  first  year  since  1871  during  which  a  loss  to  the  companies 
in  the  aggregate  is  shown  on  their  business  in  this  State. 

Undoubtedly  the  excessive  fire  loss  of  1899  was  the  chief  factor  in 
producing  the  unfavorable  result  of  the  year's  business,  but  it  is 
possible  to  see  in  excessive  competition,  causing  relatively  higher 
expenses,    the    disagreements   and   antagonisms   of    companies   in 
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consequence  of  such  competition,  contributing  causes.  Competition 
is  conceded  to  be  beneficial  to  trade,  but  excessive  competition  which 
forces  prices  down  below  cost  is  ruinous,  and  the  smaller  companies 
will  be  the  first  to  suffer  under  such  conditions.  The  loss  factor, 
the  expense  element,  and  a  reasonable  interest  on  the  investment  of 
capital  mast  be  provided  for  in  the  rates  charged,  to  sustain  the 
business.  Premium  rates  which  fail  to  do  so  mean  loss  and 
disaster.  Another  difficulty  which  has  confronted  the  companies  in 
a  number  of  States  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  anti- 
compact  laws  directed  agaiiist  legitimate  rating  associations  and 
cooperation  in  the  enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
prevention  of- losses,  restricting  them  in  the  enforcement  of  such 
conditions,  rales  and  regulations  as  their  combined  judgment 
showed  necessary,  and  the  establishment  of  uniform  rates.

INVESTIGATIONS   AND   SUITS. 

The  complaints  which  have  been  made  to  the  Department  of  sap- 
posed  violations  of  law  and  information  of  this  character  which  it 
otherwise  obtained,  has  made  it  necessary  to  carry  on  investigations 
almost  continuously  throughout  the  year.  While  in  some  cases  it 
was  found  that  the  facts  did  not  warrant  proceedings  and  in  others 
the  necessary  evidence  was  not  obtainable,  nevertheless  much  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  compelling  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  statutes,  inspiring  a  greater  respect  for  the  law, 
and  deterring  would-be  oiBFenders  from  incurring  its  penalties.  The 
superintendent  feels  that  he  is  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  the  law 
in  thus  endeavoring  to  protect  the  people  against  being  imposed  on 
and  defrauded  by  worthless  and  wild-cat  scheme's  of  insurance,  and 
welcomes  all  information  that  will  assist  him  in  this  effort  and  will 
promptly  act  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law, 

During  the  year  suits  have  been  begun  against  a  number  of  indi- 
viduals for  representing  and  undertaking  to  transact  business  for  the 
lyondon  Fire  OflSce,  London,  England;  the  Columbia  Insurance 
Company  of  Chicago,  and  the  Mercantile  Fire  Insurance  Company 
of  Chicago.  Proceedings  have  also  been  instituted  and  are  now 
pending  to  annul  the  special  charters  granted  by  the  Legislature 
years  ago  for  the  organization  of  The  Columbian  Insurance  Company 
of  Chicago,  The  Citizens  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago,  the  North- 
western  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago,  and  the  Mercantile 
Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago.  These  charters  have  long  lain 
in  disuse,  and  have  suffered  cause  of  forfeiture  for  non  use  under 
the  statute,  but  certain  enterprising  insurance  adventurers  have  re- 
cently undertaken  to  revive  them  and  exploit  schemes  of  pseudo  in- 
surance. In  the  interest  of  legitimate  insurance,  for  the  protection 
of  the  insuring  public  and  to  carry  out  the  manifest  purpose  of  the 
law  the  superintendent  considered  it  his  duty  to  interpose  and  pre- 
vent the  consummation  of  these  schemes. 

A  decision  has  been  reached  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Sangamon 
county,  in  the  proceedings  to  annul  the  special  charter  of  the  Elgin 
National  Insurance  Company,  which  was  mentioned  in  the  Depart- 
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ment  report  of  1898,  and  a  decree  entered  declaring  the  charter  for- 
feited. This  case  had  been  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  writ  of 
error  on  the  question  of  jurisdiction  and  dismissed  by  the  Court.  An 
appeal  has  been  prayed  from  the  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court,  but 
has  not  yet  been  perfected.  The  questions  involved  in  this  case 
were  similar  to  those  involved  in  the  suits  to  annul  the  special  chart- 
ers of  the  companies  before  mentioned. 

The  proceedings  against  the  American  Mutual  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Danville  has  terminated  in  the  dissolution  of  the  company 
and  the  winding  up  of  its  affairs. 

The  Merchants'  National  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago,  from 
which  the  Department  withheld  authority  last  year,  has  by  proceed- 
ings in  the  Sangamon  County  Circuit  Court  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  a  receiver.     E.  R.  Brainerd,  of  Chicago,  was  appointed  receiver. 

In  the  investigations  of  the  Department  a  condition  of  affairs  has 
been  found  to  exist  in  the  city  of  Chicago  which  has  been  difficult  to 
deal  with  satisfactorily  under  the  present  provisions  of  the  laws  of 
the  State.  The  practice  referred  to  is  that  which  has  prevailed  for 
some  years,  of  establishing  in  that  city  the  home  office  or  headquar- 
ters or  general  agencies  of  companies  not  authorized  to  do  business 
in  this  State,  and  usually  not  authorized  to  do  business  in  any  state. 
The  companies  thus  represented  are  as  a  rule  worthless,  fraudulent 
or  mythical  concerns  which  have  not  the  financial  standing  or  ability 
to  comply  with  the  laws  of  any  state,  and  their  representatives  are 
insurance  pirates  and  freebooters  who  prey  upon  and  rob  the  in- 
sured in  one  state,  by  selling  them  worthless  policies  of  insurance 
while  seeking  an  asylum  of  safety  within  the  boundaries  of  another 
state.  The  representatives  of  these  concerns  in  Chicago  refrain  from 
insuring  property  in  this  State  through  fear  of  the  penalty  and  con- 
fine their  operations  to  other  states  in  the  hope  of  escaping  the  pen- 
alty by  remaining  beyond  the  reach  of  their  laws.  Similar  opera- 
tions in  this  State  are  left  to  their  brethren  who  harbor  in  other 
states  and  keep  out  of  the  reach  of  our  laws.  It  is  a  system  of  reci- 
procity of  frauds.  It  is  a  scheme  of  swindling  and  a  confidence 
game  by  which  the  unsuspecting  are  cheated.  It  is  an  injury  to 
legitimate  insurance  and  unfair  to  the  honorable  companies,  which 
comply  with  the  laws,  disclose  to  the  public  their  financial  condition, 
and  pay  the  taxes  which  the  states  impose  on  the  business.  The  law 
ought  not  to  permit  these  professional  violators  of  law  to  harbor  in 
this  State  and  carry  on  their  systematic  operations  of  swindling 
whether  in  this  State  or  elsewhere.  The  criminal  law  prohibits  the 
setting  up  or  promoting  of  lotteries  in  this  State,  regardless  of 
whether  the  citizens  of  this  State  are  victimized  or  not.  It  would 
seem  that  with  due  regard  for  the  reputation  of  the  State  the  law 
ought  also  to  prohibit  this  equally  swindling  practice  in  insurance. 
In  many  cases  the  scheme  is  less  fair  than  a  lottery,  for  considering 
the  fraudulent  character  of  the  concerns  and  the  disreputable  char- 
acter of  the  agents  the*  insured  has  not  a  single  chance  for  his  money. 
If  the  laws  were  BO  amended  in  this  State  and  similar  provisions 
were  enacted  in  other  states  where  these  schemes  are  operated,  as  to 
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prohibit  the  establishment  of  offices  or  agencies,  adTertisements  oir 
the  transaction  of  any  business  whatever  in  the  state  for  companies 
which  hare  not  complied  with  the  laws  of  such  state  and  have  not 
been  duly  licensed  therein,  the  departments  could  deal  properly  with 
these  violators  of  law  and  put  a  stop  to  these  swindling  operations. 
The  Superintendent  respectfully  suggests  the  consideration  of  such 
amendments. 

FIRE   INSPECTION. 

The  repoit  made  to  the  Superintendent,  by  the  fire  inspector  of 
the  city  of  Chicago,  acting  under  the  enlarged  powers  conferred  on 
him  by  the  Act  of  June  2,  lb97,  shows  that  during  the  year  lb99  the 
causes  of  259  fires  were  investigated  by  him,  which  resulted  in  the 
arrest  and  indictment  of  16  persons  and  the  conviction  of  5.  There 
are  5  more  now  awaiting  trial. 

The  importance  of  a  thorough  and  properly  conducted  system  of 
fire  inspection  is  apparent.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  a  very  large 
proportion  of  fires  result  from  incendiarism,  criminal  carelessnesB 
and  preventable  causes.  The  destruction  of  property  by  fire  is  a 
positive  loss  to  the  State  and  the  country  of  material  resources  and 
tax  paying  property.  The  purpose  as  well  as  the  result  of  a  proper 
system  of  fire  inspections  is  a  reduction  of  the  loss  of  property  from 
the  causes  before  mentioned.  Thereby  the  unnecessary  destruction 
of  material  wealth  and  tax  paying  property  is  saved  to  the  State* 
Nor  is  the  State  alone  benefited  by  a  diminution  of  the  fire  waste. 
In  the  determination  of  premium  rates  in  fire  insurance  the  loss  ratio 
is  the  most  important  factor.  Such  measures  therefore  as  will 
effectually  reduce  the  loss  ratio  will  ultimately  decrease  the  premium 
rates,  and  the  insurer  will  directly  profit  in  decreased  rates. 

In  the  unnecessary  and  criminal  destruction  of  property  the  hon- 
est insurer  suffers  on  account  of  the  criminal  and  the  careless,  by 
reason  of  the  higher  rates  charged.  A  system  of  inspection  which 
shall  determine  the  cause  of  fires  and  secure  the  prosecution  of 
those  criminally  responsible  for  them,  will  not  only  secure  the  pun- 
ishment of  the  guilty  and  lessen  the  loss  from  similar  causes,  but 
will  relieve  the  honest  insurer  from  the  burden  of  high  premium 
rates. 

In  the  last  report  of  this  Department  a  system  of  fire  inspections 
which  shall  apply  to  the  entire  State,  as  it  now  does  in  the  city  of 
Chicago,  was  advocated  by  the  Superintendent,  and  he  deems  this> 
matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  renew  the  recommendation  then 
made,  and  to  quote  here  what  was  said  in  the  previous  report  of  the 
department: 

''If  the  system  of  fire  inspections,  under  State  regulations,  haa 
proved  of  substantial  benefit  when  restricted  to  one  part  of  the 
State,  it  would  undoubtedly  be  a  wise  policy  to  extend  its  benefits 
over  the  entire  State.  The  experience  in  other  states  shows  that  a 
system  of  investigation  of  the  cause  and  origin  of  fires  by  a  state 
fire  marshal  or  deputy  fire  marshals,  with  authority  to  take  testi- 
mony under  oath,  and  to  cause  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  persons 
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charged  with  the  crime  of  arson,  upon  sufficient  evidence,  has  re- 
sulted in  materially  reducing  the  number  of  fires  from  unknown  and 
incendiary  causes.  The  reduction  of  the  total  amount  of  fire  waste 
will  lead  to  a  decrease  in  premium  rates  and  directly  benefit  the  in- 
suring property  holders.  A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  last  legisla<- 
tare  of  this  State  embracing  provisions  of  this  character  and  provid- 
ing for  the  appointment  of  a  state  fire  marshal  with  such  powers  and 
duties,  but  failed  to  pass.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  effort  to 
pass  such  a  law  may  be  renewed  at  the  next  session  of  our  legisla- 
ture and  that  it  may  be  successful,  as  its  operation  will  undoubtedly 
be  of  substantial  practical  benefit  to  the  policyholders  of  this  State.'' 

The  following  statement  shows  the  total  amount  of  all  fees  and 
taxes  received  by  the  Department  during* the  year  1899  from  fire  in- 
surance companies.  A  statement  under  oath,  as  required  by  the 
statute,  of  the  total  amount  of  fees  and  taxes  received  from  insur- 
ance companies  of  all  kinds,  will  be  found  in  Part  II  of  this  report.

The  payment  of  some  of  these  notes  is  secured  by  mortgage  or  trust  deed. 
A  conservative  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  property  so  given  in  security  for 
the  payment  of  the  above  mentioned  notes,  aggregate  about  $8,125. 

The  best  information  your  Committee  can  obtain  in  the  short  time  given 
them  for  investigation  leads  them  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  vame  of 
such  security  held  for  the  payment  of  these  notes  would  only  be  realized  by 
foreclosure  proceedings,  and  such  value  would  be  still  further  reduced  by  the 
expense  of  such  proceedings. 

None  of  the  property^  is  productive.  Further,  the  Committee,  from  the 
irformation  they  have  received,  do  not  believe  that  the  value  of  the  property 
embraced  in  the  trust  deeds  or  mortgages  could  be  realized  upon  the  sale  of 
the  notes,  the  payment  of  which  is  thereby  secured.  What  could  be  realized 
by  such  proceeding  your  Committee  is  unable  to  state,  but  probably  not  more 
than  about  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  of  the  above  estimated  value,  or  about  four 
thousand  dollars  ($4,000). 

We  would  further  state  that  we  are  informed  that  the  taxes  for  the  year 
1898  have  not  been  paid  upon  any  of  the  realty  embraced  in  the  trust  deeds 
and  mortgages  above  mentioned. 

We  are  also  informed  that  the  notes,  aggregating  as  above  stated  $114,873, 
have  no  value  beyond  the  securities  in  the  snape  of  trust  deeds  and  mort- 
gages, the  character  of  which  we  have  stated. 

This  disposes  of  the  assets  in  the  form  of  notes,  etc.,  aggregating  $114,873, 
showing  a  possible  value  of  $4,000,  and  that  of  said  nominal  assets,  $110,873 
are  absolutely  valueless. 
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We  learn  also  that  no  interest,  payable  on  the  bonds  given  by  the  San 
Jacinto  and  Pleasant  Valley  Irrigation  District  and  the  Chicago  Cattle 
Company,  has  been  paid  to  the  Merchants  National  Insurance  Company,  and 
indeed,  that  the  interest  payable  on  the  first  of  July,  1899,  has  not  oeen  paid 
upon  any  of  the  bonds. 

Mrs.  Alice  A.  Hagins  claims  to  be  the  owner  of  15  bonds  of  the  Chicago 
Cattle  Company,  of  $1,000  each,  aggregating  $15,000.  We  have  examined  a 
copy  of  the  agreement  between  Mrs.  Hagins  and  the  Merchants  National 
Insurance  Company,  kindly  furnished  us  by  Mrs.  Hagins'  attorney,  on  which 
her  claim  is  based  that  she  is  the  owner  of  these  bonds.  There  was  at  the 
time  of  the  delivery  by  her  of  these  bonds  to  the  Insurance  Company,  150 
shares  of  stock  issued  to  Mrs.  Hagins,  which  she  still  holds,  and  the  pre- 
sumption is  that  the  bonds  were  given  by  her  in  payment  for  the  stock,  and 
accepted  by  the  Insurance  Company  from  her  at  par  as  such  payment.  But 
the  agreement  between  Mrs.  Hagins  and  the  Insurance  Company  contains 
this  provision: 

*'It  is  further  aij^reed  by  the  said  company  that  the  said  Mrs.  Alice  Hagins 
shall  have  the  option  of  purchasing  from  said  company  the  said  bonds  at  par 
value  of  same  or  that  the  said  company  will  accept  in  exchange  for  said 
bonds,  or  any  part  of  them,  any  approved  security  for  the  face  value  of  the 
said  bonds." 

Mrs.  Hagins  has,  by  her  attorney,  filed  a  petition  in  intervention  in  the 
proceedings  first  instituted  by  a  creditor  of  the  Insurance  Com  pan  v  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver,  and  in  which  Mr.  Woods  was  appointed  as  such 
receiver  and  subsequently  discharged,  and  Mr.  Brainerd  appointed  in  his 
place,  alleging  that  Mrs.  Hagins  is  the  owner  and  entitled  to  the  possession 
of  these  bonds.  But  under  the  facts  above  stated,  and  the  clause  in  the 
agreement  which  we  have  above  quoted,  we  are  compelled  to  differ  with  Mrs. 
Hagins'  attorney,  and  to  entertain  the  decided  opinion  that  Mrs.  Hagins  can- 
not successfully  maintain  her  claim  to  the  ownership  of  said  bonds,  but  that 
they  may  be  considered  as  belonging  to  and  constituting  a  part  of  the  assets 
of  the  Insurance  Company,  whatever  their  value  may  be. 

Mr.  Ransom  H.  Miller,  a  subscriber  for  and  holder  of  500  shares  of  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  company,  claims  to  be  the  owner  and  entitled  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  bonds  above  mentioned,  to  the  amount  of  $10,000,  and  basest  bis 
claim  upon  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  directors  held  on  the  5th  of  April,  1899: 

^^Resolved,  That  the  subscrij)tions  of  Mr.  H.  R.  Miller  and  Thomas  B.  Bryan 
to  stock  be  reduced  respectively  from  fifty  thousand  dollars  each  ($50,000 
each)  to  ten  thousand  dollars  each  ($10,000  each),  on  pavment  of  said  $10,000 
by  either  in  securities  acceptable  and  to  be  substituted  for  securities  already 
held,  the  bonds  of  the  said  Miller  and  of  said  Bryan  to  be  returned  to  them 
as  paid  by  the  new  securities  so  substituted." 

If  Mr.  Miller  tendered  the  surrender  of  certificates  for  400  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Merchants  National  Insurance  Company,  issued  to  and 
held  by  him,  and  demanded  a  surrender  of  bonds  to  that  amount,  no  action 
was  taken  thereon,  and  Mr.  Miller  still  holds  the  stock,  and  the  receiver  still 
holds  the  bonds.  Mr.  Miller  has  instituted  no  legal  proceedings  to  recover 
the  possession  of  the  bonds  to  the  amount  of  the  $40,0000,  but  declares  his  in- 
tention to  do  so  under  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  board  of  directors  on  the 
5th  of  April  above  quoted. 

Your  committee  are  unable  to  place  any  value  upon  the  bonds  for  the 
reason  ihcy  possess  no  market  value  and  are  discredited  by  the  non-payment 
of  the  interest,  and  further  discredited,  possibly,  by  an  agreement  or  a  con- 
dition, as  we  are  informed,  under  which  the  bonds  were  issued  which  pre- 
vents the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  the  non-payment  of  interest  coupons 
at  maturity.  The  value  of  the  bonds  has  been  variously  estimated  by  differ- 
ent persons  who  have  some  knowledge  of  the  property  of  the  Cattle  Company, 
at  from  twenty-five  (25  per  cent)  per  cent  to  tne  face  thereof. 

Mr.  Bryan  has  delivered  to  the  company  14  certificates,  numbered  1  to  14 
inclusive,  of  5  shares  each,  each  share  expressing  the  par  value  of  $1,000,  of 
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the  net  proceeds  and  revenue  to  be  derived  from  7,000  lots,  hotel  and  other 
property  in  North  Galveston,  Texas,  thu3  making  an  asset  of  $70,000  which 
IS  included  among  the  assets  of  the  Insurance  Company. 

These  certificates,  aggregating  $70,000,  were  given  by  Mr.  Bryan  to  the 
Insurance  Company,  in  consideration:  first,  for  oOO  shares  of  the  stock  at  the 
par  value  thereof,  amounting  to  $50,000;  second,  in  consideration  that  the 
company  would  pay  $20,000  in  cash,  $10,000  of  which  was  to  be  paid  on  the 
Ist  of  February  and  $10,000  on  the  1st  of  August,  1899. 

From  the  agreement  between  Mr.  Bryan  and  the  Insurance  Company  it  ap- 
pears that  wnen  the  $20,000  above  mentioned  was  paid,  the  property  de- 
scribed in  the  certificates  given  by  Mr.  Bryan  would  be  free  from  encum- 
brance. Thereupon  a  corporation  was  to  be  effected  and  issue  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $200,000,  $50,000  of  which  were  to  be  given  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
pany for  and  in  consideration  of  the  500  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  and  $20,000  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  $20,000  in  cash  paid  or 
to  be  paid,  as  above  mentioned  and  specified  in  the  agreement. 

It  appears  from  the  book  of  certificates  of  stock,  that  419  shares  of  stock 
were  issued  to  and  are  still  held  by  Mr.  Bryan.  It  also  appears  to  be  the  fact 
that  the  company  paid  on  account  of  the  $20,000  to  be  paid  as  specified  in  the 
agreement,  $6,600,  of  which  sum  $300  was  returned  or  loaned  by  Mr.  Bryan 
to  the  Insurance  Company,  leaving  in  his  hands  $6,300  which  has  been  paid 
on  account  of  the  $20,000. 

Mr.  Bryan  also  claims  the  beneit  of  the  provisions  of  the  resolution  adopted 
at  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  held  on  the  5th  of  April  last. 

We  are  not  informed  whether  the  Insurance  Company  has  received  any- 
thing on  account  of  the  net  proceeds  and  revenues  to  be  derived  from  the 
7,000  lots,  hotels  and  other  buildings  in  North  Galveston,  Texas,  described  in 
the  certificates  given  by  Mr.  Bryan  to  the  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Bryan  stated  at  the  meeting  of  the  creditors,  at  the  time  your  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  that  he  had  offered  to  return  or  repay  the  $6,300  held 
by  him,  upon  the.  acceptance  by  the  company  of  his  surrender  of  the  stock 
therein  held  by  him,  and  a  discharge  of  him  of  and  from  every  liability  on 
account  of  his  subscription  to  the  stock. 

Your  committee  feel  disposed,  although  not  instructed  to  make  recommend- 
ations, to  recommend  that  this  proposition  of  Mr.  Bryan  be  accepted.  That 
is,  that  upon  the  payment  of  $6,300  by  him  to  the  receiver,  and  the  surrender 
by  him  of  the  certificates  for  all  the  stock  issued  to  and  held  by  him  for  can- 
cellation, that  he  be  discharged  of  and  from  every  liability. 

The  four  bonds  of  the  San  Jacinto  and  Pleasant  Valley  Irrigation  District 
are,  from  what  your  committee  can  learn  of  them,  worthless. 

LIABILITIES. 

The  claims  against  the  company  for  losses  aggregate $46,688  91 

Some  of  these  claims  are  in  judgment.  To  recover  some 
of  them  suits  are  still  pending.  This  does  not  include  all 
the  claims  for  losses.

appointment  ot  the  receiver,  aggregating 1,489  65

Making  the  total  amount  of  claims  against  the  company,  so 

far  as  the  receiver  is  informed 50,982  35 

This  amount  of  claims  will  be  increased  by  claims  for  losses  not  known  to 
some  of  your  committee,  and  also  probably  by  claims  for  unearned  premiums, 
so  that  the  total  claims  against  the  company  will  aggregate  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding $50,000.

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It  is  claimed  by  tbe  officers  of  the  company  that  the  recovery  of  a  large 
amount  of  these  claims  will  be  barred  by  tne  condition  of  limitation  embraced 
in  the  policies  issued  by  the  company,  and  that  there  are  other  n^d  and 
valid  defenses.  Your  committee  do  not  think  that  the  claims  would  probably 
be  reduced  grreatly  by  such  defenses.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  accepted 
and  adopted.    With  the  consent  of  the  second  this  motion  was  withdrawn. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  offer  of  Mr.  Miller,  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the  receiver,  in  writing,  be  accepted.  This  motion  was  defeated. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  accepted  and 
adopted.    Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  committee  be  continued  to  act  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  receiver  and  his  solicitor.    Carried. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously  extended  to  the  committee  for  their  ser- 
vices. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  proceedings  of  these  meetings  and  the 
report  of  the  committee  be  printed  by  the  receiver,  and  copy  thereof  mailed 
to  the  creditors.    Carried.
